Oil Psint-Arng Reporter 
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Business in Chemicals, Oils, and Drugs in 1932 


In spite of a variety of schemes of arti- 


ficial nourishing, business in general con- 
tinued to lose weight during 1932. 
trial production fell about 11 percent below 
that in 1931. Retail sales were about 25 
percent less in total value. [¢mployment 
was 13 percent less at the end of the year 
than it had been at the end of 1931. Factory 
payrolls dropped 28 percent over the year. 
Freight car loadings were more than 24 
percent less than those in 1931, the decline 
in merchandise and less-car-load shipments 
being more than 17 percent. [Exports had 
a total value of 34 percent less than that for 
1931; imports were 37 percent less.  Busi- 
ness failures were 13 percent more in num- 
ber and 26 percent more in aggregate lia- 
bilities, and set new high records in both 
respects. Wholesale prices dropped 9.4 
percent, the decline in farm products being 
21.8 percent, and that in foods, 15.6 percent. 
The cost of living (as officially calculated ) 
was reduced 9.4 percent. 

No commentary can add anything to 
these bald, factual records. No attempt to 
set down whys and wherefores would make 
it plainer that business suffered in 1932 be- 
cause things were done that should not have 
been done (particularly the cutting of 
prices) and because things which should 
have been done and, in many instances, 
could have been done, were not done (par- 
ticularly the abandoning of the fetich of 
overcapitalization and the readjusting, on 
both sides, of the relationships of capital 
and labor). Some movement there was late 
in the year along the clearly indicated paths 
to improvement, and some gratifying results 
were obtained. But, the year ended with 
the belief growing, that a reformation in 
mental attitudes must be accomplished, 

a revolution with grievous physical and po- 
litical aspects was inevitable. 


Indus- 


The 1932 record of business in chemicals, 
oils, drugs and related materials has been 
compiled in the Oil, Paint and Drug Re- 
porter’s survey covering the year. Data 
were collected in this survey from ten to 
fifty leaders in each of the fourteen major 
markets comprised by the Reporter’s regu- 
lar service. These data show that, in com- 
parison with 1931, production of chemicals, 
oils, drugs, and similar materials was 20.5 
percent less in 1932; that sales of these ma- 
terials were 19.2 percert less in volume, and 
28.1 percent less in total value, and that unit 
prices at the end of the year averaged 8.2 
percent lower than those at the end of 1931. 
The decline during 1931 was 10.8 percent. 
One outstanding point presented by these 
data is that production was reduced well in 
keeping with decreasing sales. It is indi- 
cated that industrial consumption shrank 
heavily, because production of chemicals 
and the like had been reduced but 5.2 per- 
cent during 1931, and sales had decreased 
but 4.6 percent in volume, in comparison 
with 1930. The average wholesale price of 
all commodities, according to the records of 
the United States Department of Labor, 
dropped 9.4 percent over 1932. Computed 
on the basis of prices in 1926, the average 
price of chemicals and aah ited materials at 
the close of 1932 was 16.1 percent higher 
than the average for all commodities. At 
the same time, average prices in the follow- 
ing groups were below those at August 1, 


1914:—Botanical drugs and spices; essen- 


tial oils; fertilizer materials; gums, waxes, 


and shellac; naval stores; oils, fats. and 
greases. More than 75 percent of those 
who, in the Reporter's survey, expressed 
opinions with respect te the outlook, re- 
garded it to be better than it had been at 
the beginning of 1932. 

Data from the Repocrier’s 1932 survey 
with respect to the several markets of the 
chemical, oil, and drug industries are given 
in the following commentaries :— 


° 
Heavy Chemicals 
Manufacturers of heavy chemicals provide raw 
materials for industry; they also provide materials 
which are among the capital items of other indus- 
tries; they provide finished products for many uses 
in industry and in general consumption; they make 
many articles consumed directly in agriculture. 
It is obvious, therefore, that the manufacture and 
sale of heavy chemicals will follow quite closely 
the trends in business as a whole; except when 
manufacturers of heavy chemicals have a larger 
than average share of the desire to expand. This 
desire was not popular in 1932. The manufacture 
of chemicals was kept well within the limits of 
calculable demand. Sales of heavy chemicals 
were not, however, pleasingly profitable; because 
competition in price was rather common, although 
open quotations generally showed little change. 
Improvement along several lines was noticeable 
in the chemical industry in the last quarter of the 
year, and prices became firmer. The influence of 
conditions in agriculture on the chemical busi- 
ness was particularly strong during 1932, even the 
weather was against a normal demand for fungi- 
cides. Reports on conditions in the heavy chemi- 
cal business, contributed to the Reporter’s survey 
at the close of 1932, indicate a reduction of 18.4 
percent in production during the year, a decrease 
of 17.4 percent in the volume of sales, and a de- 
cline of 23.8 percent in the total value of sales. 
At the end of the year, openly quoted prices aver- 
aged but 0.3 percent lower than those at the end 
of 1931. Collections and credit conditions gener- 
ally were far worse in 1932 than they had been in 
1931, and there was a wide feeling that a tighten- 
ing of credits was very necessary. At the begin- 
ning of 1933, it was impossible to get a majority 
opinion as to whether conditions looked better or 
worse than they had appeared a year earlier. 


Coaltar Chemicals 


Greatly reduced operations in the iron and steel 
industry resulted in a substantial diminution of 
the supply of crude coaltar materials during 1932. 
Decreased manufacturing activity, with a conse- 
quently lessened demand for manufactured gas, 
kept down the by-product output of coaltar bases. 
But, the market for coaltar products was not over- 
stimulated by this reduced supply—demand was 
no less curtailed during the year. Export sales 
of benzene were particularly reduced. Exports of 
other coaltar products, basic, intermediate, and 
finished, were well maintained, although there 
were changes in the relative importance of the 
various groups, exports of dyes being smaller than 
those in 1931. On the whole, the coaltar chemical 
business appeared to be well balanced (at a lower 
level, of course) during the year. There was the 
generally prevalent difference between prices 
openly asked and prices named in negotiations for 
specially desirable accounts; but the coaltar trade 
was not so full of bargainers as were some other 
lines. Data contributed to the Reporter’s survey 
show a reduction of 18.6 percent in the output of 
coaltar chemicals of all sorts. Reported sales 
were 22.1 percent below those in 1931, in volume, 
and 24.3 percent less in total value. Prices quoted 
on typical articles in the various groups averaged 
the same at the end of the year as they had aver- 
aged at the close of 1931. Collections differed 
little from their 1931 condition. There was little 
inclination in the trade to offer explanations of 
conditions and trends, these being attributed to 
the influences of the general situation. The feel- 
ing with respect to the outlook was strongly opti- 
mistic; as actual improvement was noticeable at 
the turn of the year. 





Paint, Varnish, and Lacquer 


Materials 


Business in the industries which are large con- 
sumers of paints and similar finishes was none 
too good during 1932. The erecting of new build- 
ings was not active during the year. There was 
no marked activity in the applying of paints and 
the like to existing buildings. Industrial consump- 
tion of paints and the like was kept down by the 
general lack of demand for manufactured prod- 
ucts. Trade sales of paints and the like were 
kept low by the widespread lack of funds and the 
equally prevalent lack of inclination to spend 
money beyond the most imperative needs. Conse- 
quently business in the materials used in the man- 
ufacture of paints, varnishes, and lacquers was 
not specially voluminous in 1932. On all sides in 
this industry there was recognition that the col- 
lapsed condition of business in general called for 
leadership of a sort that was not perceptible in 
the everyday picture. There was a difference of 
opinion as to whether the necessary leadership 
would better be political or industrial. Some 
happy combination was considered most desir- 
able; but anything that would bring real confi- 
dence where it is most needed was favored—even 
government supervision of business. Many ex- 
pressions of a hopeful tone were noticeable in the 
trade with respect to the effects of the change in 
the Federal administration; others, quite natu- 
rally, viewed the change as calamitous. Very few 
had anything to say about the possible effects of 
well-planned, well-applied efforts of the nature of 
self-help; the industry is continuing its associa- 
tion work along this line; individual promotive 
efforts have been somewhat curtailed. There was 
a fair harmonizing of supply and demand during 
the year, data sent to the Reporter in its survey 
showing the following reductions in comparison 
with 1931:—Production, 23.5 percent; sales vol- 
ume, 21.1 percent; sales value, 25.9 percent. Prices 
at the end of the year averaged 2.5 percent lower 
than those at the end of 1931. Credits and collec- 
tions were not satisfactory during the year. At 
the beginning of 1933, the views expressed with 
respect to the outlook were 5 to 3 in support of 
improvement. 


Naval Stores 


Consumption of naval stores continued to shrink 
during 1932, in common with that of practically 
every industrial material. The market had a 
firmer tone than in the preceding year, however, 
because production had been materially reduced. 
It was generally stated that turpentining was be- 
ing carried on at a loss; but because payment for 
gum could be got in cash, the operators were in a 
better position than the producers of other sorts 
of crops. One result of this condition was that 
farm owners were engaging in small turpentining 
operations wherever they had a chance. For this 
reason it is difficult to tell the exact volume of 
the past year’s output and to estimate whether 
production will be greater or smaller in 1933. 
Data on all naval stores contributed to the 
Reporter’s survey show a reduction of 23.4 per- 
cent in production, in comparison with 1931. They 
show that sales were off 10.7 percent in volume 
from the preceding year, and 18.3 percent in total 
value. At the end of the year, prices averaged 
but 1.7 percent below corresponding 1931 levels. 
Collections of accounts were not good during 1932. 
The general sentiment in the trade was optimistic 
with respect to the outlook for 1933. 


Flaxseed Products 


No part of the markets for flaxseed products 
offered good support during 1932. The year 
opened with excessive stocks of oil on hand; with 
little demand for oil in sight; and with no prom- 
ise of encouraging demand for cake and meal for 
feeding. For six months or so, conditions remained 
that way; products were sold below cost. Then 
crushing operations were curtailed, and conditions 
began to get a little better. At the end of the 
vear, it looked as if demand and supply had been 
brought close together. Business was slow, but 
it was on a sounder basis, profitless expansion 
having been largely abandoned. The indication 
that the world crop of flaxseed would be smaller 
than that immediately preceding added to the 
strength of the oil market. At the end of the 
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year the price of linseed oil was higher than it 
had been a year earlier; although flaxseed was 
cheaper and so was meal. Reports received in 
the Reporter’s survey give the 1932 cut in flaxseed 
crushing operations as 43.8 percent. Sales were 
reported to have been 45.8 percent below those in 
1931 in volume and 48.6 percent less in total 
value. Prices of flaxseed and its products aver- 
aged 11 percent below 1931 figures at the end of 
the year. Credits and collections were not satis- 
factory during the year. Better conditions were 
looked for in 19338. 


Gums, Waxes, and Shellac 


Of all the many lines of manufacturing in 
which gums, waxes, and shellac are used, none 
was a strong supporter during 1932. There was 
a showing of strength here and there, particularly 
with respect to medicinal items, in the latter part 
of the year; but the period left these materials 
as a whole in a markedly weak condition. Busi- 
ness was dull; collections were slow; losses were 
encountered at times; foreign exchange conditions 
were troublesome; prices were cut heavily; buy- 
ing could not be expanded—conditions in general 
were, as may be clear, rather unsatisfactory. 
Members of the trade sending data to the Re- 
porter’s survey, report the following reductions in 
comparison with 1931:—Production, 10.2 percent; 
sales volume, 22.4 percent; sales value, 34.2 per- 
cent. At the end of the year, prices averaged 
31.3 percent lower than those at the end of 1931. 
Collections were poor during the year. There 
was, however, more optimism than gloom in the 
views expressed with respect to the outlook for 
1933. 


Drugs and Fine Chemicals 


There was an increase in the demand for phar- 
maceuticals in the second half of the year, because 
of a spread of influenza. This was later supple- 
mented by an abnormal prevalence of pneumonia. 
So, the drug side of the drugs and fine chemicals 
business had a little better year in 1932 than in 
1931. Because of lessened industrial activity, 
other lines in this group, solvents and so on, were 
not active during the year. Buying in almost all 
such lines was strictly hand-to-mouth. No large 
supplies were kept on hand by consumers; so that 
shipments, although small, were quite continuous. 
Surpluses were well reduced during the year; 
hence any show of activity now quickly runs 
through to the producer. Prices were not firmly 
held as a rule, although there were exceptions in 
quarters where there had been considerable 
“give” in 1931. Expectations of greater firmness 
at the close of the year have not been realized. 
Data contributed to the Reporter’s survey show a 
22.4 percent drop in production during 1932, with 
sales off 12.4 percent in volume and 17 percent in 
total value. Openly quoted prices were only 0.6 
percent lower at the end of the year than at the 
end of 1931. Credit conditions showed no im- 
provement during the year. Better things were 
looked for in 1933 by the great majority of those 
expressing an opinion in this regard. 


Botanical Drugs and Spices 


Botanical drugs were slow sellers in small de- 
mand during 1932. The usual movement of items 
long in use by medicine manufacturers was not 
greatly different in aggregate volume from that in 
1931, but the rate of transition was slower. There 
was the frequently recurring shifting of passing 
popularity from one drug to another, with plan- 
tago seeds of various kinds and insecticidal roots 
and the like feeling the stimulus. Condimental 
seeds, barks, roots, and so on moved with the 
steadiness which seems unchangeable. The public 
must have its food flavorings as long as it can 
have food. In both divisions, some of the poten- 
tial overweighting that was indicated by depreci- 
ated currencies in countries where drug and spice 
plants grow was prevented by the activity of gov- 
ernment officials in finding filth in seeds offered 
for importation and in detaining these goods. 
However, the supply thus lessened was amply suf- 
ficient, and the call for specialties shrunk during 
the year, because the agricultural population and 
the other groups which buy simples most largely 
did not have much buying money. So, data sent 
in for the Reporter’s survey show that the pro- 
duction of botanicals was 20.2 percent less in 1932 
than in 1931; that sales were 20.5 percent less in 
volume and 32.9 percent less in total value. Prices 
bobbed up and down continuously over the year, 
finishing the period at an average 8.5 percent be- 
low that for the end of 1931. Collections were 
better in 1932 than in 1931, and the outlook into 
the new year was considered rosier than that of a 
year earlier. 


Essential Oils and Aromatic 
Chemicals 


Relatively considered, business in essential oils 
and aromatic chemicals was not bad during 1932; 
that is, the volume of business held up better than 
that in many, if not most, other lines—but prices 
were not pleasing. The result was not generally 
satisfactory, even though some little competition, 
it is said, was broken by the price depression. All 
in all, conditions were not so bad as they had been 
in the year before. Over-ambition appeared to 
have been checked in part, at least with respect 
to production. New markets were developed In 








various industries. It was generally admitted that 
the industry had a better opportunity than in 1931 
—if it would but hold out for the chance. Pro- 
duction, according to data contributed to the Re- 
porter’s survey, was 6 percent less in 1932 than 
in 1931. Sales were 11.4 percent smaller in vol- 
ume and 31.5 percent less in total value. Prices 
at the end of the year averaged 17.7 percent be- 
low the corresponding 1931 levels. Credit condi- 
tions were not good. Opinion regarding the out- 
look was divided, with optimism in the lead. 


Animal, Fish, and Vegetable Oils 


Only the soap industry among large consumers of 
heavy oils was operating at anything like ca- 
pacity in 1932. The leather industry took about 
as much animal oils as in 1931, and so did the 
automobile industry. But, these takings were 
far below what once was regarded as “normal.” 
Perhaps, with a more reasonable definition for 
this term and a more careful regard for the indi- 
cations, the oils, fats, and greases business would 
be much better off—and so would every other 
business; because it is the abnormal conception 
of normal business, particularly of a normal share 
ot the business, that keeps up most of the compe- 
tition that keeps down prices and has eliminated 
profits. There is a great need for many of the 
things that are made out of or with the aid of 
oils, fats, and greases. There is, unfortunately, 
a greater need for money among those who need 
these things. Behind all these needs and every 
other need is the need for more widely distributed 
employment. In every industry the fundamental 
influence of unemployment on that industry is 
stated and reiterated; but few are the statements, 
heard anywhere, which tell of actual efforts to 
readjust this fundamental influence. That, it 
seems, is something for the “other felow” to do. 
In the oils, fats, and greases industry, production 
in 1931, according to data contributed to the Re- 
porter’s survey, was 19.2 percent below that in 
1931. Sales were well in line, dropping 20.4 per- 
cent below 1931 in volume. But, prices were low, 
and the total value of 1932 sales was 32 percent 
below that for 1931. At the end of the year prices 
averaged 25.2 percent below 1931 levels. Credit 
conditions had been well adjusted and collections, 
on the whole, were no worse than they had been 
in 1931. There was a large majority of opinion 
that the future looked better at the first of 1933 
than it had a year earlier. 


Cottonseed Products 


During 1932, the cottonseed crushing industry 
passed through some very trying periods; al- 
though the worst was better than that which had 
been met around the middle of 1931. Things were 
so bad at the end of the season (August 31, 1932) 
that refiners and packers were not trying to sell 
their oil, and the carryover was said to be the 
largest on record. Coming on top of a greatly 
reduced output, the surplus indicated clearly that 
demand for cottonseed oil had not been encourag- 
ing. Lard and other competitive products were 
so cheap that cottonseed oil was neglected. Meal 
and cake were in a worse state. Improvement in 
oil consumption became noticeable in August and 
continued for a time. It did not reach the sup- 
porting volume that was necessary, and condi- 
tions at the end of the calendar year were dis- 
couraging, cake and meal, again being worse off 
than oil. There has been and is much talk about 
curtailed cotton acreage and so on, but the cot- 
tonseed crushing industry knows no statement on 
which it can pin faith or even hang hope. Data 
sent to the Reporter’s survey show that 1932 pro- 
duction of cottonseed products was 25 percent less 
than that in 1931; that sales were 32 percent 
smaller in volume and 41 percent less in total 
value. At the end of the year, prices of seed and 
its products averaged 20.1 percent below those at 
the end of 1931. Collections in the trade were 
not so good in 1932 as they had been in 1931. The 
outlook at the end of the year was considered to 
be worse, 


Textile Chemicals, Dyestuffs, and 
Tanstuffs 


Business in the chemical and related reagents, 
finishing agents, and so on used in the textile and 
leather industries had an undulating progress 
during 1932, and there were more downs than 
ups. The most cheerful period was in the last 
part of third quarter and the first month of the 
last quarter, so it is said. Some say that the 
national election was the damper; others cannot 
see why that event offered anything unexpected, 
and point to some figures to show that the busi- 
ness was not too bad. The manufacture of boots 
and shoes during 1932 was about the same as it 
had been in 1931; but the conversion of hides to 
leather was less voluminous. The textile industry 
was operating at an average of 8 to 10 percent 
below 1931 in cottons and woollens and at about 
the 1931 level in rayons. Production of textile 
and leather chemicals and the like was kept well 
in line with demand during 1932. Data contrib- 
uted to the Reporter’s survey show a reduction 
of 21.1 percent in production and 21.7 percent in 
volume of sales. Because of changing demands 
and eagerness to sell, the total value of sales was 
33.3 percent below that for 1931; although at the 
end of the year, quoted prices averaged but 1 per- 
cent below those at the end of 1931. Slow pay 
was the rule throughout the year. Most of those 
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who commented on the matter said that the out- 
look was better this year; none said it was worse. 


Fertilizer Materials 


If the production and sale of finished (mixed) 
fertilizers had been as well handled in 1932 as 
were the operations of makers of fertilizer ima- 
terials, the industry as a whole would have fin- 
ished the year in far better shape. Over-capacity 
is the curse of the fertilizer industry from one 
end to the other. Along toward the end of 1932 
the mixing division began to check-rein its am- 
bitions, to divest itself of tonnage-mindedness, and 
to look at its markets in the light of ability to 
pay. The result forecast is a much smaller pro- 
duction in 1933, with the purpose that stocks on 
hand will be much reduced by the end of June. 
This reduction is greatly needed; for recently pre- 
vailing prices were almost if not wholly devoid of 
profit. No great expectations attend the matter 
of government relief for farmers, although some 
further possibilities in that direction are admit- 
ted. Fertilizer mixers are puzzling over the ques- 
tion:—‘“Whence will come the money to pay for 
fertilizers?” There is no generally favorable atti- 
tude toward further government loans. If Muscle 
Shoals goes fertilizer—well, somebody else will 
lose the money then. Manufacturers and distrib- 
utors of fertilizer materials reported in the Re- 
porter’s survey that their production was 25.2 per- 
cent less in 1932 than in 1931; that their sales 
were 21.2 percent smaller in volume and 27.7 per- 
cent less in total value. Prices, already low, even 
in comparison with the prices of farm products, 
were reduced 5.8 percent over 193%. Sales, as in 
1931, were largely for cash; where this was not 
the rule, collections were harder than in 1931. 
Between politics and prices, opinion as to the ap- 
pearance of the industry’s future was evenly di- 
vided at the end of the year. 


Petroleum Solvents, Lubricants, and 


Fuels 


Various ideas and movements designed to im- 
prove conditions in the petroleum industry ap- 
peared to be working well during the first half of 
1932. They continued to offer promise of effec- 
tiveness during the third quarter. In the last 
quarter, however, belts began to slip; gears got 
out of mesh; and things were not so pleasing. 
Since then, they have got worse, and refiners who, 
by means of low quoted prices plus rebates and 
discounts of various sorts, were giving away most 
if not all of their profits and some of their cost on 
gasoline and lubricants, have passed the low price 
along to the producers of crude, some of whom 
had been peddling oil over the edge of proration 
bars at less than the cost of measuring the stuff. 
There was something praiseworthy in the efforts 
by which the petroleum industry sought early last 
year to become again a profitable industry. That 
something seems to have gone elsewhere, and it 
has left behind it, apparently great disregard for 
the situation in which the majority of erstwhile 
automobile operators are now stuck. The father 
of all business troubles, “Old Man Too-Much,” has 
returned to his place in the petroleum home cir- 
cle; but some commenters are still saying that not 
enough crude petroleum is being produced. If it 
had not been for its business in specialties, the 
petroleum industry would have fallen into sorry 
straits early last year. As it was, the wndustry 
has the unique distinction of showing an increase 
in the volume of sales in 1932 and a higher aver- 
age price at the end of the vear. Data on all 
products, contributed to the Reporter's survey 
show the following comparisons with 1931:—Pro- 
duction, off 10 percent; sales, up 10.6 percent in 
volume; off 3.4 percent in total value because of 
the lower prices on big volume items. At the end 
of the year, prices of crude averaged lower than 
those at the end of 1931; gasoline prices were 
higher; other prices were “miscellaneous.” The 
average of all prices was 11.4 percent higher. The 
credit situation in the industry was far from good 
and frequently close to trecublesome. Not much 
hopefulness was discernible in the views expressed 
with respect to the outlook for 1933.

Until about the time of the Civil 
War most of the turpentine and rosin 
from the South moved through the 
port of New York, and so far as I 
know the systematic method of grading 
naval stores according to colo was 
first practiced there. It would, there 
fore, appear that New York was the 


birthplace of naval stores grading and 
standards in this country. 

My information on the 
naval stores at New York back 
to the year 1846. In that year my 
father, Hiram F. Smith, then but nine- 
teen years of age, was working at the 
cooper’s trade. He was asked by Lieu- 
tenant David Baldwin, who was con 
sidered the best rosin inspector at New 
York at that time, if he would like to 
work at the rosin yard, for Baldwin 
had more work than he could properly 
attend to alone. There were a num- 
ber of yards at New York mostly 
located in Brooklyn where naval stores 
were inspected and graded. It 
the old Mitchell naval yard, no 
longer in existence, that father started 
to learn the duties of naval stores in- 
spector, under Mr. Baldwin.

Domestic Selling Price as Base 


For Duty Urged by Home 
Industries 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 30, 1933. 
A change in the method of valuing 
imports for duty purposes was argued 
before the United States Tariff Com- 
mission today with importers plead- 
ing for retention of the foreign value 
system and domestic producers seek- 
ing adoption of a basis of domestic 
value, Study of the matter was di- 
rected by Congress in the 1930 tariff 
act and the President designated the 
Tariff Commission to do the work with 


Customs Service 
Foreign and Do- 
mestic Commerce. The State Depart- 
ment and the House Committee on 
Ways and Means also had observers at 
the hearing.

imate this In the few cases of com- 
modities to which neither American 
selling price nor United States value 
bases could be applied he suggested 
using the’ cost of production basis as 
described in the tariff act. 


Some Objections 


Objections to the existing 
value the freely offered price in 
usual wholesale quantities in the 
country of shipment, summarized 
by Mr. Lerch and subsequent speakers, 
were chiefly the impossibility of 
curing accurate figures. The method 
requires that the Customs Bureau 
maintain a corps of investigators all 
over the world attempting to ascertain 
foreign values, but these men have no 
way of forcing shippers to give them 
correct information.

minister our own laws. The foreign 
value system gave preference to the 
nation with the lowest wage rates and 
seale of living, which was just the op- 
posite of what we desired, he_ said, 
adding that the imports permitted by 
depreciation of foreign currencies 
could be controlled easily if duties 
were based on domestic values. 

Using the item of shoes as an ex- 
ample he showed how foreign values 
had been manipulated downward with 
every increase in the rate of duty be- 
cause American type shoes had no 
market abroad and hence no bona-fide 
price and because foreign manufac- 
turers could sell to their American sub- 
sidiaries at a loss and recoup in their 
retailing operations. Mr. Woll declared 
that domestic value would prevent 
dumping, eliminate costly litigation, 
stop foreign irritation, make import 
statistics more representative, and 
stop foreign manufacturers from dom- 
inating domestic wage policies. 

Thomas J. Doherty, tariff counsel for 
the American [ron and Steel Institute, 
described the history of value basis, 
stating that domestic value was used 
in this country for a short while in 
1842 and was upheld by the United 
States Supreme Court. Domestic value 
did not imply increased duties and was 
not inimical to importers, he insisted, 
pointing out that it was used consid- 
erably at present, not only on dye- 
stuffs but on many articles designated 
in Presidential proclamations and on 
goods from Russia and in certain other 
cases. Admitting that an alternative 
method was needed for goods not im- 
ported for sale as such, Mr. Doherty 
declared that most goods were brought 
in for sale and they have a value in 
this country which the importer knew 
and which the government could easily 
ascertain. 

John C. Gall, secretary of the Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers, 
told the commission that yrresent con- 
ditions necessitate a change in duty 
basis as there was no world level of 
competition; that competition was here 
and here was where value should be 
determined, and that there were many 
sources of information on domestic 
value which did not exist when foreign 
value basis was adopted 150 years ago. 

Other speakers favoring a change in- 
cluded E. G. Ackerman of the Glass 
Container Association, John E. Dows- 
ing of the United States Potters’ As- 
sociation, H. B. Cheney of the Silk 
Association of America. The last 
speaker favored specific duties wher- 
ever possible as the only sure way of 
preventing undervaluation. 


Present System Defended 


A strong defense of the present sys- 
tem was entered by James W. Bevans, 
speaking for the National Council of 
American Importers, Inc. He chal- 
lenged the statement that there is any 
fraudulent undervaluations, saying 
that litigation of values was caused by 
honest differences of opinion as to 
values. He stressed the fact that the 
foreign value used as a base was not 
the price paid by the importer for a 
particular shipment, and that the pres- 
ent method has behind it more than a 
century of experience and should not 
be abandoned as long as it was not 
proved that substitute methods would 
eliminate its weaknesses. 

Under the American  selling-price 
plan the importer could not make any 
reasonable calculation as to the duties 
on novelties and goods not produced 
here, he said. Taking up in turn each 
of the systems which have been dis- 
cussed, Mr. Bevans declared that the 
landed cost basis would violate the 
constitutional provision that all duties 
must be equal throughout the country 
and that no port be given a preference 
in duty over other ports; the domestic 
alue method would require much 
clerical work to keep up with domestic 
prices and there would be no agree- 
ment as to articles comparable in con- 
struction or use; the American value 
basis would entail the same difficulties 
of finding like or similar articles, as 
very few articles have exact counter- 
parts, and even trademarks alter the 
values of goods; American selling- 
price basis has not worked satisfactor- 
ily on dyestuffs, and a rebate or credit 
system permitted sales lower than 
quoted prices. 

The commission called on James B. 
Reynolds, former Assistant Secretary 
of the Treasury, to tell of an investiga- 
tion of the subject he made for Con- 
gress in 1921. He said this study, con- 
ducted largely by customs experts, 
showed it to be practically impossible 
to determine differences in the selling 
prices of like or similar articles im- 
ported and produced domestically be- 
cause there was no basis of compari- 
son. With all its faults, he said he 
felt that the foreign valuation system 
was superior to anything that has been 
proposed to take its place, but he sug- 
gested that all duties be compound, 
embracing a specific duty to insure a 

certain minimum protection to domes- 
tic industry, and a’ small ad valorem 
duty to permit flexibility.

ness. Textile industry continued to 
place a good call for certain articles, 
but the buying by that trade gave 
credence to the belief that production 
schedules would be held to actual de- 
mand being placed for the finished 
products. 

Demand for toluene was slackened 
somewhat last week as the result of 
the labor difficulties in the automobile 
body-building plants. Ultimate result 
of these labor unsettlements was the 
complete shutdown of the plants of a 
prominent producer of low-priced stock 
cars. Reports from Detroit late in the 
week told of such difficulties having 
been rectified to a large extent. The 
total production of automobiles in the 
United States and Canada was 109,542 


units in December, comparing with 
61,761 units in November and 123,973 
units in December a year ago. Total 


automobile production in Canada and 
the United States during 1932 amounted 
to 1,481,544 units, as against 2,472,350 
units in 1931, according to Department 
of Commerce. The 1932 output in the 


United States represents the lowest 
production on record for some few 
years. January output was expected to 


be slightly below the output in January 
a year ago. 

3usiness in the market for benzene 
indicated that consumers were prac- 
ticing the hand-to-mouth policy. Rub- 
ber companies were limiting orders to 
nearby requirements with a fair de- 
mand coming from the chemical manu- 
facturers. However, production in the 
steel industry and demand for the coal- 
tar crudes continue about equal, with 
this balance resulting in a firm tone in 
the general market. Coke consuming 
industries continued to hover at rather 
low levels. Steel mill operations last 
week were placed at 19 percent of ca- 
pacity, being a gain of 2 percent over 
the preceding week, according to Iron 
Age. This gain in ratio was due to the 
increased activity in the Chicago and 
Youngstown districts. 

Buying of cresylic acid was slow, 
with the tone in the market barely 
steady. Pharmaceutical manufacturers 
were placing a fair demand for phenol, 
while creosote oil moved through an- 
other dull week, due to the forestalling 
of purchasing material by the major 
railroad systems and the public utility 
companies. Colors moved out at a sat- 
isfactory pace, due to the resumption 
of activities in some divisions of the 
silk trade. Exports of coaltar colors, 
dyes, stains and color lakes in Decem- 
ber amounted to 1,660,092 pounds with 
imports totaling 403,051 pounds. Anilin 
oil was a firm feature in the division 
for the intermediates. 


Basic Products 


Benzene (Benzol).—Business in the 
various grades of benzene last week 
was characterized as fair, with the 
consumers in all directions of the 


market showing little interest in mate- 
rial other than for actual production 
requirements. Shipments moving to 
the rubber tire industry showed a 
slight dropping off, with chemical man- 


ufacturers again placing the major 
bulk of the call. mill operation:

of capacity from 17 percent in the 
preceding period, but the slight up- 
turn in mill operations was not suf- 
ficient to have any material bearing on 
this market, with demand keeping 
abreast with production Advance in 
the Youngstown operation and a 
slightly better operating ratio in the 
Chicago district accounted for the rise 
in steel mill operations this week. 
December exports of 73,206 gallons in- 
cluded 60,787 gallons to Japan; 5,000 
gallons to Philippine Islands; 5,022 gal- 


lons to Argentina; 550 gallons to Can- 


ada; 657 gallons to Cuba; 850 gallons 
to Brazil; 100 gallons to Chile, and 115 
gallons to Hong Kong. 

Creosote Oil.—This market was in- 


clined to develop a slow pace at times 


during the week, with little buying 
coming from the major railroad sys- 
tems and public utility companies. Of 


the December exports of 6,885 gallons, 
Mexico purchased 6,512 gallons; French 
Oceania, 56 gallons and British 
Oceania, 100 gallons. Imports of coal- 
tar creosote amounted to 2,805,238 gal- 
lons, with 730,357 gallons coming from 
Belgium; 2,055,251 gallons from United 
Kingdom and 20,531 gallons from Can- 
ada, 

Cresol.—Conservative buying orders 
made up demand here again last week, 
with the call coming from the usual 
sources of consumption. The tone of 
the market was steady. 

Cresylic Acid.—This market was de- 
cidedly slow throughout the period 
under survey, with the dull demand 
attributed to the low level of produc- 
tion in many consuming industries. 
Sellers were quoting the market at 
about the same levels as the preceding 
week. December imports amounted to 


292,639 pounds, with 44,884 pounds 
coming from Germany and _ 247,755 


pounds shipped from the United King- 


dom. 
Naphthalene. — Little improvement 


developed in the market for the in- 
dustrial article last week, but sellers 
reported a firm tone ruled what little 


trading was noted. Importers declared 
the firm character of the price under- 
tone for their commodity could be ac- 


counted for by the low scale of pro- 
duction abroad. Of the December im- 
ports of 2,369,344 pounds, Germany 
shipped 1,142,236 pounds and the 
United Kingdom, 1,227,108 pounds.

— A fairly good move- 
ment was reported here last week, 
with sellers quoting the market for 
the 15 percent material at 2lc. to 22c. 
per gallon, with the 25 percent com- 
modity listed at 28c. to 25c. per gallon. 

Toluene (Toluol). Due to shut- 
down of a prominent producer of 
low priced stock cars, the market for 
toluene last week showed a slight de- 
cline in shipments as compared with 
the previous week. However, such 
difficulties as reported holding up the 
operating schedules of a prominent 
producer were reported to have been 
rectified, with the result that sellers 
of toluene were looking for some pick- 
up in demand during the next week. 
Total production of automobiles in the 
United States and Canada during 1932 
amounted to 1,431,544 units. Produc- 
tion in 1931 totaled 2,472,359 units. 


Xylene (Xylol). — Quiet prevailed 
here again last week, with sellers

Gasoline Tax Extension 
Voted by Representatives 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 3, 1933. 

Continuance ef the Federal gasoline 
tax of one cent per gallon for another 
vear was voted by the house this week 
and the bill is now pending in the 
senate. 

The measure was unanimously re- 
ported by the ways and means com- 
mittee after a short hearing and was 
passed by the house with only brief 
debate. 

I'nder the revenue act of 1932, the 
gasoline tax was to expire June 30, 
1933, while other excise taxes were to 
continue until June 30, 1934. This was 
a compromise measure, as the house 
had disapproved any gasoline tax and 
the senate had included the tax for 
two years. President Hoover’s budget 
message this year recommended con- 
tinuing the vgasoline tax as an emer- 
gency revenue measure.

It is perhaps not unnatural that, in a 
desperate effort to better conditions, we 
are promised relief by a departure from 
those policies w have proven so bene- 
ficial to this eco y through scores of 
years We are told that, by reducing our 
tariffs and surrendering our home mar- 
cets to manufacturers in foreign coun- 
trie employing mpoverished labor ind 
often debased currencies, our own fac- 
tories by ome magic will not be closed 
and our unemployment not increased. We 
are told that by violating the integrity 
of Our medium of exchange we may in 
some way escape the grief which has in- 
variably followed in the wake of similar 
efforts in this and other countries. We 
ire told that extravagance in government 
aids employment, though it results in 
wasteful dissipation by political bodies of 
that money which could be expended di- 
rectly by the taxpayer in the useful em- 
ployment of labor We are told to aban- 
don efficiency in operations and to declare 
a moratorium on technical research be- 
cause they increase unemployment, though 
they but multiply man’s opportunity to 
enjoy in greater measure the products of 
iS OWn industry. These and other simi- 
ar plans are advocated though they shock 
our judgment and common sense 

The success of business will be secure 
when confidence fully returns. Confidence 
cannot return until the fears arising from 
ie threat of unwise and disturbing legis- 
itive projects are allayed. 

Most important of all steps in the 
restoration of confidence is further drastic 
curtailment of public expenditures and a 
lowering of the tax burden. It is esti- 
mated that in 1929 total public expendi- 
tures consumed 15 percent of the national 
income, and for 1932 it is estimated that 
these expenditures will aggregate at least 
30 percent of the national income. During 
the past year your company has vigor- 
ously advocated immediate and substan- 
tial reduction in Federal, State and 
municipal expenditures. Unless this situa- 
tion is promptly and effectively corrected, 
any real business recovery will be greatly 
retardea. 

We have endured great trials during 
recent years. Many readjustments, pain- 
ful though they may have been, are now 
behind us. There are many reasons to 
hope that better times are ahead of us. 
It is no time to experiment with unsound 
theories. We should, instead, place our 
confidence in those principles and institu- 
tions which have served us so well through 
generations.

Business in the market for the vari- 
ous lacquer solvents was highly irregu- 
lar during the week just closed.

Interest in 
the export outlook was stimulated by 
an increase in the foreign call follow- 
ing a reduction in ocean freight rates. 
Domestic trade, however, as already 
intimated, was along the same narrow 
lines noted in recent preceding weeks. 
The market had a steady tone, changes 
in quotations being in company with 
developments in the South.

Daily sales of turpentine to domestic 
buyers in primary markets, as officially 
reported, continued small, ranging at 
both Savannah and Jacksonville from 
about 30 to 75 barrels per day. There 
was no pressure of offerings, however, 
as receipts remained light. Arrivals in 
the three principal markets during the 
first ten months of the naval stores 
year were about 100,000 barrels smaller 
than in the same time last season. 

Rosin stocks showed a noteworthy 
decrease as a result of the increased 
clearances. Stocks in the three prin- 
cipal markets are much smaller than 
at this time last season, and in the 
opinion of some the statistical position 


seems likely to take on a still more 
bullish aspect in the near future it

soon resulted in a change in grading 
and grade marking. Eight grades were 
developed and became standard for 
about eight or nine years. These 
grades, which were simply an expan- 
sion of the original three grades, were 





designated as:—X over A, A, X over 
R, KR, X over €, C, A over B, B, A, 
as previously, designated what was 
known as “amber” rosin; X over A 


was better than A, and was probably 
about like our present M grade. R. 
as. before, denoted red rosin, while B 
was black rosin, very poorly strained 
if at all. The new grades, C and X 
over C, were dark strained rosins, like 
our present E and F. 

It was during this period, 
1856 if I remember father’s statement 
correctly, that the Board of Trade of 
Wilmington, N. C., suggested to the 
New York trade that the size of the 
rosin type samples and grading sam- 
ples be reduced to a 77-inch cube. 
This was accepted and this size has 
remained to the present day. 

Previous to the time when my father 


about 


succeeded David Baldwin, there were 
no recognized types for grading rosin. 


The sample cut from each barrel was 
supposed to be representative of the 
rosin in that particular barrel and was 


the basis upon which the barrel was 
sold. Hiram Smith after a time ob- 
tained recognition of the superior 


samples cut by him for the above des- 
ignated grades and he prepared sets of 
such type samples put up in boxes, 


for use by the rosin inspectors at New 
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York standards in grading rosin. 
This, apparently, in the origin of the 
types or standards for grading rosin.

It might be well to state here that 
the New York Commercial Associa- 
tion, the forerunner of the New York 


Produce Exchange, had not then come 
into existence. The naval stores deal- 
ers and inspectors met periodically 
in the office of Benjamin Bateman, one 
of the dealers, to discuss matters of 
mutual interest 
Smith’s Samples 

Hiram F. Smith’s samples and work 
attracted the attention of Barry 
Brothers, of Wilmington, N. C., who 
got him to select, cut, and grade sam- 
ples of rosin for them. These sam- 
ples were sent to Wilmington and ar- 


ranged in sets, in sample boxes, for 
distribution to the trade. That was

various types or grades which they 
desired him to cut and match. The 
number of samples in the new sets 
was at first 10, designated as fol- 
lows: — 

B—Common strained 

C—Strained

G—Low No. 1. 

H—No. 1 

I—Good No. 1 

K—Low pale. 

M—Pale. 

Some time later, just at what date 


I cannot tell, another better grade was 
introduced, which was called N—extra 
pale. In order to keep the number of 
samples in the box even, another sam- 
ple designated as A—black, was added 


making 12 samples to the set. Thus it 
appears that the present method of 
grading by use of consecutive letters 


of the alphabet originated at Wilming- 
ton, N. C., before the Civil War. Grade 
A rosin was not batting strained, was 
partly burnt pitch, full of dirt, and was 
later known at Savannah as R.C.B. 

It will be noted that in the types de- 
vised by Barry Brothers and prepared 
for them by Hiram F. Smith, there was 
an almost complete abandonment and 
reversal of the letter designations used 
in the sets of types originally devel- 
oped at New York. In Hiram F. 
Smith’s original set A, and X over A 
were used to designate the better 
grades known as amber and pale am- 
ber, while in Barry Brothers’ grades A 
designated the lowest grade, black. The 
grade letter B designated black or dark 
rosin in both sets. In the Smith set C 
was “strained” and X over C was “good 
strained,’ while in Barry Brothers’ set 
C remained “strained” and D was used 
to designate “good strained.’ Smith’s 
amber A was renamed “low pale” or 
“K,” while X over A became “pale” or 
“M” in Barry Brothers’ set. The early 
designations X over R and R were en- 
tirely abandoned, probably becoming 
the F and E, respectively, of Barry 
Brothers’ scale. 


Other Classifications 


For a number of years rosin had 
been sold at New Bern and Wilming- 
ton, N. C., as “common strained,” “good 
strained,” and “pales,” but Barry 
3rothers’ grades were by degrees sub- 
stituted for these classifications, The 
Civil War practically put a stop to the 
naval stores business at New York so 


that from 1862 to 1865 little rosin 
grading was done at that point. At 
that time rosin made in California 


from western yellow pine was received 


at New York in wooden cases. I re- 
member father stating that he was 
busy grading rosin at S. S. Haff & 


Company's yard when the news spread 
that Fort Sumter had been fired on.

Quotations on oil at the close of the 
week were 7.2c. per pound for car lots 
in cooperage, and 6.6c. per pound for 
tankcars. In the absence of any im- 
provement in business, competition 
among sellers was still in evidence and 
it was intimated that supplies were ob- 


tainable at 2 to 3 points below list 
prices on a bid. 
A fair movement on contracts was 


noted in some quarters, but there was 
little change in the character of new 
business. Occasional inquiries were re- 
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ceived from consumers and dealers, but 
actual transactions were apparently 
limited to unimportant quantities, un- 
certainty as to the outcome of pro- 
posed legislation affecting oils of 
various kinds making buyers disposed 
to hold aloof and await developments.

Demand for linseed oil is extremely 
light and decidedly disappointing. Ap- 


parently the buyers have set the inaug- 
uration date as the one denoting a change 
in business conditions and allowed the 
month of January to pass without giving 
their customary attention to renewal of 
stocks and urging of business. At any 
rate, interest in linseed oil is at a low 
ebb and crushing operations here are very 
light.

tial rise in the shipment prices. Fairly 
large quantities are due for arrival in 
February and March, but sales against 
the arrivals have accounted for a con- 
siderable part of the material due.

Mercurials.—Leading sellers of quick- 


silver in this market said last week 
that the production of mercurials pro- 
jected by a quiksilver mine in Nevada 
would come on a market of restricted 
consuming capacity and would face 
competition by the strong houses here- 
tofore controlling the manufacture of 
such materials 

Podophyllin. — Raw material prices 
are already so low that it is not be- 
lieved they will be driven materially 
lower and thus affect substantially the 
production cost of this item. Quota- 
tions were still $3.20 to $3.25 per pound, 
but the position was insecure and sub- 
ject to competition. 


Quicksilver.—The market was ap- 
parently firm at $48 to $49 per flask.

Saccharin.—Some gain in inquiries 
has been noted as buyers showed a dis- 
position to look into the protection of 
their requirements during the Spring 
and Summer seasons of increased ac- 
tivity. Prices were apparently firm. 

Santonin.—Prices on spot were $65 
to $70 per pound, depending on quan- 
tity. Considerable activity was noted

Hughes Loses Fight for 
Secret F. T. C. Hearing 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 30, 1933. 

Authority of the Federal Trade Com- 
mission to issue public complaints and 
hold public hearings was upheld today 
by the Court of Appeals of the District 
of Columbia in approving the action of 
the lower Federal court in refusing an 
injunction to E. Griffiths Hughes, Inc., 
maker of Kruschen salts and Radox 
bath salts. 

While the appeal was pending the 
commission proceeded with the case and 
completed public hearings, and the case 
is now awaiting oral argument. 

The company sought an injunction 
against publicity because the commis- 
sion’s complaint charged that Kruschen 
salts are only a laxative and are not 
an obesity cure as advertised, and that 
Radox bath salts are not imported, do 
not contain the essence of European 
spas, and have no therapeutic effects. 
The company declared that publicity of 
the complaint and hearings following 
it would injure its reputation and its 
business. 

Pointing out that the company did 
not charge that the commission acted 
arbitrarily or was disclosing trade se- 
crets, the court said there is nothing 
in the law to make the commission a 
secret inquisitorial body. The fact that 
the law does not make public hearings 
mandatory was construed by the court 
as giving the commission authority to 
avoid disclosure of trade secrets if the 


necessity should arise.

government to saddle on these foreign- 
controlled companies the greater part 
of the obligations of Cosach, it is 
doubtful if they could continue to 
operate, or at least meet fixed capital 
charges. 

Foreign interests in Chile are gen- 
erally of the opinion that the object 
of the government is to squeeze foreign 
control out of the nitrate in- 
This is looked on as a thinly 
veiled scheme of confiscation, and 
British interests are considering ask- 
ing diplomatic aid of their government 
although American interests appear to 
prefer the course of watchful waiting 
in the hope that the trend of events 
will be turned locally. 


Opposition to Guggenheims 

In his speech in Congress, Senor 
Ross made it evident that he would 
like to separate the Guggenheim in- 
terests from others in Cosach, ap- 
parently with the hope of so man- 
euvering the liquidation that the Gug- 
genheims can be crowded out of the 
nitrate business or at least their fi- 
nancial claims on of Co- 
sach be wiped out. Should the pres- 
ent nitrate export tax be lifted and 
a moratorium be declared on the bonds 
which this tax secures, the Guggen- 
heim interests would suffer severely. 
The possibility of such action is con- 
sidered not beyond possibility on the 
ground of national emergency and the 
urgent need of the government for for- 
eign exchange which might be se- 
cured by the sale of nitrate abroad 
unencumbered with an export tax. 
Such an operation would be facilitated 
through the creation of a_ selling 
agency buying at bare cost of pro- 
duction less financing charges and 
selling at any price obtainable. 

In spite of the uncertainty as to 
its future, Cosach recently arranged 
to borrow £400,000 abroad. Foreign 
bankers apparently believed it good 
policy to grant this loan and cover 
themselves with liens on nitrate and 
iodine. Close to half this sum is be- 
lieved to be necessary for accounts 
pending abroad, especially warehouse 
charges against nitrate, probably on 
nitrate stocks held as security on loans 
already made the same bankers. The 
margin of security for these loans, 
particularly on the iodine, however, is 
believed to be sufficient to protect 
against loss in any event. 

Prior preferred bonds of Cosach 
have exhibited unexpected activity on 
foreign exchanges recently, but the 
view of some in Chile is that this may 
only permit certain interests close to 
the Chilean government to unload be- 
fore the final crash.

Tariff Readjustment Is 


Special Order in House 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 3, 1933. 

The alleged menace to domestic in- 
dustries by imports from countries 
with depreciated currency occupied 
the attention of the House Committee 
on Ways and Means this week with 
the house preparing to vote on a spe- 
cial duty bill February 13. 

Several bills for duties against goods 
coming from nations with currencies 
below par are pending before the com- 
mittee, sponsored by both Republicans 
and Democrats. Democratic leaders 
of the house are opposed to any tariff 
legislation at this session, particularly 
for additional duties, but as a political 
maneuver the Republicans have agreed 
to force the issue and have sgned 
a petition discharging the ways and 
means committee from further con- 
sideration and bringing the matter 
onto the floor of the house Febru- 
ary 13. 

In the hearing before the committee, 
the chairman of the United States 
Tariff Commission, Robert L. O’Brien, 
called the readjustment bills an em- 
bargo and an admission that going 
off the gold standard is an economic 
advantage to a nation. The chief 
economist of the commission, E. Dane 
Durand, declared that only imports 
carrying ad valorem duties, about 37 
percent of total imports, were favored 
by depreciated currency. Imports from 
countries off the gold standard in- 
stead of increasing have dropped more 
than those from countries retaining 
the par value of their money, he said. 
It was also pointed out that produc- 
tion costs in the United States have 
been reduced in recent years, thereby 
counteracting lower costs in foreign 
countries. 


Soda Sulphate Entries 
Held Back by Customs 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 2, 1933. 

Collectors of customs were ordered 
by the Bureau of Customs today to 
withhold liquidation of entries of man- 
ufactured crude sodium sulphate pend- 
ing litigation in the customs court 
brought by the Rhodes Alkali & Chem- 
ical Corporation, San Francisco. 

Twice last year, August 25 and No- 
vember 21, the customs bureau over- 
ruled protests of this company and 
permitted this product to remain on 
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the free list. The product comes from 
Germany and is a by-product of pot- 
ash production ,and is admitted free as 
crude sodium sulphate. The Rhodes 
company first contended that the prod- 
uct is anhydrous sodium sulphate, du- 
tiable at $3 per ton, on the ground 
that the classification for “crude’’ was 
intended for only natural crude so- 
dium sulphate, and as the imported 
product contained no sulphuric acid it 
could not be classified as manufactured 
saltcake. The bureau found that the 
imports were comparable in charac- 
teristics and use with the natural 
product and would not be accepted as 
good delivery for anhydrous sodium 
sulphate. 

The company then attempted to have 
the imports classified as a manufac- 
tured mineral substance, dutiable at 30 
percent, or as a non-enumerated man- 
ufactured article, dutiable at 20 per- 
cent, but the bureau adhered to its 
original ruling.

Tankage I Freights Unjust 


Freight rates on tankage from Mil- 
waukee and Carrollville, Wis., to 
Southeastern States have been found 
unreasonable by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission today on complaint 
of the Milwaukee Sewerage Commis- 
sion and the United Fertilizer Com- 
pany of Carrollville. 

The commission ordered use of the 
same scale of rates as apply on ferti- 
lizers between points immediately east 
of the Mississippi river both north 
and south of the Ohio river. The com- 
plainants also charged that the exist- 
ing rates are prejudicial in that lower 
rates are given competing products 
such as sulphate of ammonia and am- 
moniacal liquor shipped from Milwau- 
kee and Chicago, but as they would 
not be satisfied with an increase in the 
rates on these products to the tank- 
age rate, the commission dismissed 
charges of prejudice, but found the 
tankage rates unreasonably high on 
the basis of cost and value of the 
service,

than apparent, as they are at present. 


It has been the tide of uneconomic 
sales prices that has swept away 
profits and created the problem that 
prevails in most neutral products. 
Formerly, the merchants had a rule 
that served as a measure to guage 
values—a sort of Plimsoll line, as it 
were. This rule was that the mar- 
ket value of a product was not less 
than its normal cost of production. 
In the past, almost any crude drug 


was cheap and worth buying at a price 
below a figure definitely known to 
merchants. This rule has been swept 
away and has not been replaced by 
any other reliable guide. Hence, in 
many instances, what appears cheap 
today proves to have been dear a week 
later. 

Notwithstanding the unsatisfactory 
state of the market from the stand- 
point of present profits, conditions are 


making for a period in which a re- 
turn to profitable prices would seem 
to be inevitable. Collection of wild 
and cultivated botanicals has been 
vastly curtailed. Information in hand 
suggests that in most primary mar- 


kets, surplus stocks have been cleared 
in most instances. Normal produc- 
tion and collection is improbable so 
long as botanicals sell for less than 
the cost to produce. Sooner or later, 
values will again rise at least to that 
level and if present knowledge of 
stocks is correct, they are likely to ad- 


vance sufficienty beyond the bare cost 
of production to yield a profit to both 
collector and dealer. Signs of the 
swing in this direction are not lack- 
ing. Hardly a week passes but the 
scarcity of some item is productive of 
a stiff advance in values and the en- 
tire list of botanical drugs is honey- 
combed with items in such light sup- 
ply as to be due for a rise once 


demand develops along broader lines.

Sharply Lower Prices Set for California Orange and 
Lemon--Bergamot in Abrupt Advance on Withdrawal 
Of Cheap Replacements--Sandalwood Competitive 


The feature in price developments 
was the sharp break in quotations for 
California expressed orange oil. Cali- 
fornia lemon oil was also reduced. The 
changes were said to have been made 
for competitive reasons. Bergamot was 
sharply higher on withdrawal of cheap 
offerings of shipment oil. Sandalwood 
U.S.P. was a shade lower. Other quota- 
tions were mainly steady under the in- 
fluence of a quiet but little changing 
consuming demand. 

Sellers of California orange oil re- 
ported that they were encountering 
some very cheap prices on oil said to 
have been of Italian origin. Some doubt 
was cast on the country of origin of 
such material, it being recognized that 
in practically every country where 
orange trees grow, production of orange 
oil has grown steadily; especially in 
those lands from which export of fruit 
is difficult, or actually impossible. Sell-

orange oil failed to reduce prices and 
in some instances were not attempting 
to meet the lowest quotations prevail- 
ing on some brands of fairly good repu- 
tation. Lemon oil was also competi- 
tive, but so far as could be ascer- 
tained, leading sellers of the imported 
article held quotations without change 
notwithstanding the new and 
quotations established for the 
fornia article. 

Cables from Ceylon reported fluctua- 
tions in quotations for citronella oil, 
changing somewhat from day-to-day 
but generally showing little net change 
by the close of the week. On the re- 
cessions, some gain in sales to this 
country took place. Lemongrass re- 
mained steady at the source of supply, 
further revision of values in favor of 
consumers failing to develop. 

Bergamot was a strong feature. 
Primary market shippers withdrew all 
cheap offerings early in the week and 
prices were substantially higher in the 
instances of those shippers who had 
been somewhat slow in following ad- 
vances made by other primary market 
factors late in the previous period. 
Rumors current on spot were many, but 
in no instance could confirmation of the 
extremist statements be secured. The 
fact was that the replacement cost was 
up, offerings were smaller, and compe- 
tition was almost nil at the source of

supply. Spot quotations were raised to 
cover the rise in import cost of the 
material. 


Peppermint remained steady to firm 
but lacked important demand. Worm- 
seed held unchanged, yet demand 
reaching the producers was very light 
and conditions favored buyers with 
firm orders in hand. Competition 
among sellers of U.S.P. sandalwood con- 
tinued active, turning values. still 
further toward consumers’ advantage. 
Mysore label oil held unchanged.

Angelica.—Limited quantities moved 
to buyers and the business was suf- 
ficient to confirm quotations on the 
basis of $20 to $21 per pound. 

Anise.—Quiet but fairly steady trad- 
ing in quantities of conservative size 
prevailed throughout the past week and 
prices were free from change. The re- 
placement market was also fairly 
steady and gave considerable support 
to the spot situation. 


Bay.—Jobbing business was fairly 
active but larger buyers were aloof 
from the market, their requirements 
having been anticipated fairly well 


ahead. Quotations were about steady, 
there being fewer signs of competitive 
shading. 

Bergamot.—-A sharp advance in ship- 
ment quotations was accompanied by a 
rise in spot quotations to the basis of 
$1.20 to $2 per pound, depending on 
brand and seller. All sorts of rumors 
were current on the spot and few had 
the virtue of confirmation. The fact 
remained that shippers as a group 
wanted more money for their holdings 
and rejected bids in practically all 
instances. 

Bois de Rose.—Some dealers were 
without stocks of Cayenne oil and 
found replacement difficult. Prices 
were nominal to a considerable extent 
and a round lot would command a 
higher price than a_e smaller one. 
Brazilian oil was in very fair supply 
but was firm. 

Cade.—Steady undertones and an ab- 
sence of important competition con- 
tinued to hold quotations unchanged on 
the basis of 24c. to 28c. per pound, de- 
pending on seller and quantity. Move- 
ment was well within jobbing limits. 

Cajeput.—A quiet aemand was noted, 
being mainly on a hand-to-mouth basis 
covering jobbing needs of a compara- 
tively few number of buyers during the 
past week. Quotations were repeated 
and were said to be fairly firm at levels 
prevailing. 

Camphor.—Exchange has varied little 
of late and hence the replacement cost 
of this merchandise has changed hardly 
at all. Inactivity among buyers for 
consumption induced the continuation 
of competition of an active sort and 
buyers with firm orders in hand would 
find the market favorable to their op- 
erations. 

Cananga.—The market continued to 
have a somewhat easy undertone but 
prices continued without change on the 
spot. The easier tone has been in- 
duced by a reduction in the replace- 
ment cost of the native oil. Rectified 
has yet to reflect the decline in raw 
material. 

Cardamom.—Raw material continued 
to show signs of weakness but sellers 
of oil indicated that their present sup- 
plies are based on a higher production 
cost and that further reductions in oil 
quotations are unlikely at this time. 

Cassia.—Curtailed production of soap 
has caused a falling off in consumption 
of cassia and hence the market con- 
tinued to show an easy undertone, 
though quotations were not changed 
last week. Competition continued to be 
quite severe. 

Cedarleaf.—Demand varied somewhat 
from day-to-day and on the whole con- 
sisted of the needs of smaller buyers. 
Quotations were steady with a wide 
range covering differences in quality. 

Cedarwood.—Inquiry was slightly im- 
proved but the interest displayed came 
from consumers in moderate sized 
quantities only. Quotations prevailed in 
steady position, competition being in- 
active when minimum quotations for 
substantial quantities were concerned. 

Citronella.—The market at the source 
of supply has fluctuated from day to 
day and on the recessions some gain 
in sales to this market was reported. 
Spot quotations were somewhat easier 
because of the situation in the Far 
East, but no change in openly named 
prices was made, 

Clove.—Raw material was somewhat 


lower again last week and sellers of 
spice indicated that little interest in 
shipment offerings was being shown 


by the principal manufacturing con- 
sumers. Clove oil was still highly com- 
petitive, but prices for quantities of 
average size were unchanged. On large 
contracts, some savings from quoted 
prices might be made. 

Coriander.—The current call was for 
small lots and while volume was fair, 
it was less than normal and without 
signs of probable expansion in the 
nearby future. Prices remained about 
steady. 

Croton.—Demand was at a standstill. 
The jobbing movement was light and 
tended to decrease as consumers COov- 
ered requirements. Prices remained 
steady, being already on the low side 
generally. 

Cubeb.—Raw material of a quality 
not certain to be passed by the De- 
partment of Agriculture inspectors on 
arrival here was being offered freely 
from the primary market at attractive 
prices. Oil remained steady, with a 
well maintained jobbing movement

New commitments were 
on a very limited scale, the attitude of 
local and other traders still being a 


waiting one. Developments in outside 
markets were in some respects bearish, 
but there was little disposition to push 
matters on the short side of cottonseed 
oil at the prevailing price level. 

In the South the ruling tone appears 
to be steady. Occasional sales of crude 
oil were reported in some sections, but 
in most parts of the South quiet con- 
ditions prevailed, buyers and sellers in 
many instances still being disposed to 
hold oft for further developments. 
Memphis reported an increase in the 
export inquiry for cake, but at prices 
which did not seem to be attractive to 
sellers. Weather conditions over the

Cottonseed Oil 


Switching from March to later posi- 
tions was again a leading feature of a 
cottonseed oil market which, in other 
respects, lacked features of more than 
ordinary interest. New commitments 
were on a very small scale, many local 
and outside traders still being disposed 
to curtail operations pending further 
developments in the general business 
situation as well as in international 
political affairs. There was nothing 


very stimulating in developments in 
outside markets. Trading in lard, cot- 
ton and grain was rather quiet much 
of the time with comparatively nar- 
row price movements, while the mar- 
ket for securities developed weakness, 


the financial quarter be- 
ing adversely affected by unfavorable 
business news and by the action of 
important corporations with respect to 
dividends, notably the cut in the U. S

Tallow was quiet but offerings 
were light and the market was steady 
at the decline noted in the previous 
week. Sales of tallow for export have 
shown a noteworthy increase recently. 
The Liverpool market for American 
lard had a steadier tone and exports 
of that product trom this port were on 
a fair scale. Shipments of lard from 
all ports in the United States to Eu- 


rope during the period from January 1 
to January 23, however, were 34,560,000 


pounds against 53,078,000 pounds in the 


same time last year. The Hu!l market 
for cottonseed oil was easier though 
changes in prices were rather small. 
The Chicago market for live hogs 
had a steady or firm tone, changes in 
quotations being unimportant. Re- 
ceipts of hogs at some points in the 
West were rather liberal early in the 
week but the movement fell off later 
on. Arrivals of hogs in Chicago on 


Monday were 49,000 head; on Tuesday, 
22,000; on Wednesday, 14,000; on 
Thursday, 22,000 head. Receipts of 
hogs in the leading Western markets 
on Monday aggregated 132,200 head 
against 111,500 head on the same day 
last year; on Tuesday, 87,100 against 
116,000; on Wednesday, 71,300 against 
124,600: on Thursday, 96,600 against 


99,100 last year. The average weight 
of the hogs received in Chicago dur- 
ing the week ended January 28 was 
235 pounds, against the same in the

Stocks 
of lard in Chicago increased 4,400,000 
pounds during the second half of Jan- 
uary as compared with an increase of 
about 9,000,000 pounds in the same time 
last year.

a great demand for some past months. 
Fractional reduction in common and 
Singapore gambier and valonia beards 
was due to the slow demand at times 
during the week. Mangrove bark and 
myrobalans held unchanged. 

Demand for the dyestuffs was fairly 
active, due to the resumption of sea- 
sonal operations in many divisions of 
that trade. This section of the market 
lacked an outstanding feature. Raw 
silk imports during January were 1.7 
percent higher than during January, 
1932. the Silk Association of America 
reports. January deliveries to raw silk 
mills showed a decrease of 21.4 percent 
as compared with the same month last 
year. Raw silk stocks at warehouses 
on January 31 were 69,747 bales 
compared with 62,905 bales on Janu- 
ary 31, 1932. Reports from upstate New 
York indicated that several silk mills 
resumed operations, with a better pro- 
duction schedule also noted in the 
hosiery mills. Rayon mills were main- 
taining high operating schedules. The 
Census Bureau announced that the 
amount of wool entering manufactur- 
ing during December, based on reports 
of 399 manufacturers operating 444 
mills, was 36,531,968 pounds as against 
38,963,408 pounds for November and 
31,624,584 pounds in December, 1931. 


Buying of the egg products continued

slow, but no change developed in the 
prices for edible egg albumen or egg 
yolk. Shipments of bichromates held 


up satisfactory, but it was clearly evi- 


dent that consumers were not intend- 
ing to foresake hand-to-mouth buy- 
ing.

Oppose Farm Relief Bill 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 1, 1933. 


Opponents of the provision in the 
farm relief bill imposing duty of 5 cents 
a pound on all animal, vegetable and 
marine oils and on the oil content of 
all oil-bearing materials were heard 
today by the Senate committee on 
agriculture, Neither the farmer nor 
domestic industrv would be benefited, 
they said, and all consumers would be 
injured by this heavy duty, which 
would be in addition to duties already 
existing on many oils and fats. 

Speakers included Thomas Carless, 
Paterson, N. J., of the Olive Oil Soap 
Company, and Daniel Melver, West 
Warwick, R. L, of the Original Brad- 
ford Soap Works, Inc., who opposed the 
duty as applied to soap materials: 
Thomas J .McFadden of the American 
Paint and Varnish Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation, Washington, who opposed 
the duty on tung oil: D. R. Crawford, 
of the McKeesport Tin Plate Company, 
who spoke of the use of palm oil: Aus- 
tin T. Foster, of the Vacuum Oil Com- 
pany, New York, who spoke of the 
need for imported rapeseed oil as a 
lubricant and for rubber substitutes; 
and C. P. Gulick, of the National Oil 
Products Company, Paterson, N. J., 
who asked that codliver oil not be 
taxed.

The principal speaker was John B. 
Gordon, of Washington, secretary of 
the Bureau of Raw Materials of Amer- 
ican Animal and Vegetable Oils Indus- 
tries. He told the committee that he 
believed that the House voted this 
amendment in the belief that it was 
a tax on imported oleomargarine and 
margarine materials equal to the do- 
mestic tax on butterfat carried in the 
bill, and he pointed out that this would 
not be accomplished since the only 
imported food cil of any inportance is 
ccoanut oil from the Philippines and 
this is not covered by the amendment 
in the form in which adopted. 

Mr. Gordon went into the chemistry 
and uses of the various imported and 
domestic oils, pointing out that all do- 
mestic oils except linseed an butterfat 
are by-products and their supply can- 
not be increased economically and that 
there is a shortage of industrial oils 
Which must be met by imports. As 
an example of the excessive nature of 
the proposed duty, Mr. Gordon cited 
caster beans which are worth 25 cents 
per bushel but which would take a 
duty of $1.15 per bushel.

United States exports in 
chemical fertilizer nitrogen 
pounds, exclusive of ammonia sul- 
phate, amounted to 167,000 long tons, 
an increase of about 250 percent over 
the previous year, and compared with 
imports of about 50,000 long tons ac- 
cording to a compilation made by 
c. C. Coneannon, chief of the Com- 
merce Department’s Chemical Divi- 
sion. The bulk of the exports was 
synthetic nitrate of soda. This was 
the first year in history that Amer- 
ican nitrate exports were greater than 
imports. Another record for the year 
was that 1932 was the first in which 
the United States exported more syn- 
thetic nitrogen than by-product nitro- 
gen.

Sulphate of Ammonia.—Buyers evi- 
denced better interest last week, but 
actual purchasing did not broaden. 
Prices for the domestic product varied 
according to sectional competitive con- 
ditions. Quotations of $20 per ton, in 
bulk, were still reported at some points, 


while prices at other ports and pro- 
ducing points were named up to $22 
per ton. Scheduled prices were not 


truly representative of the actual mar- 


ket and “going” prices were largely 
determined by the extent of competi- 
tion from resale or foreign offerings. 


The foreign product continued at $19.50 
per ton, c.if. ports, for round lots.

prepared themselves got to be off color 


and irregular in size. Their samples 
lost favor and became unsatisfactory 
to the trade so that it was not long be- 
fore they were forced to call on my 
father, Hiram F. Smith, again, to pre- 


pere their samples. 
Because the difficulty of getting ac- 


eurate and properly made rosin type 
samples from Barry Brothers at Wil- 
mington at the close of the Civil War, 
some of the yards at New York started 
to develop their own rosin type sam- 
ples. The tirm of Hedenberg Brothers, 
operating the Hedenberg - Phoenix 
Yard, began to put out boxes of type 
samples in 1866. Several other yards, 


including those of S. S. Haff and Com- 


pany and Johnson and Hammond, also 
prepared standard or type samples. 
They were made similar to those for- 
merly prepared by father for Barry 
Brothers, each set containing 12 sam- 
ples, from A to N, and were sold for 
$1.00 per set. 

Barry Brothers dropped the rosin 
type sample business in 1868 or 1869. 
Father cut, graded and marked the 
types put out by S. S. Haff and Com- 
pany. The Hedenherg types were cut 
by Thomas Gordon, sample cutter on 


their yard, and graded and selected by 
J. H. Hedenberg, while the Johnson 
and Hammond types were prepared by 
Henry S. Johnson.

Although most of the rosin was

the office of Supervising Inspector, 
Hiram F. Smith developed a_ set of 
types in which the grades were desig- 
nated by numbers. I do not know how 
many grades there were in this num- 
bered set as first prepared, but by 1874, 


long before the system was finally dis- 
carded, there were thirty grades in the 
set. Inspection with types be- 
came known as inspecting by numbers. 
In making the for these new 
grades, father made use of colored 
glasses for the low grade types. Glass 
of the right color and appearance for 
the pale grades was hard to get so 
finally vials containing pure gum var- 
nishes were for the types for the 
higher grades. Father spent a lot of 
money in getting just the exact shade 
and stability of color in the varnish 
used for these types. It was also found 
that some of the pale colored glass did 
remain constant in color

Production in 1931 was estimated 
at 16,000 tons, of which 14,455 tons 
were exported. 

The decrease in production in 19382 


is attributed, according to information 


received by the Department of Com- 
merce from the assistant trade com- 
missioner at Buenos Aires, to the clos- 
ing down of many small plants and a 
smaller output by large firms because 
of the prevailing low prices. Prices up 
to November. 1932, were over 30 per- 
cent below 1931 levels, but during the 
last two months of the year they 
showed a sharp increase. Germany, 
the United Kingdom, the Netherlands, 
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and Japan were by far the most im- 
portant markets for Argentine casein 
in 1932. 

IXxports of casein from Argentina 
during the first ten months of 1932 
were estimated at 13,778,069 kilos, com- 
pared with 10,022,191 kilos in the cor- 
responding period in 1931. The major

The hearing was based on the order 
of August 6, 1932, interpreting the 
phrase “oil produced” in the general 
leasing act meaning the total vol- 
ume of production measured by 100 per- 
cent tank capacity tables and correc- 
tion of volume of oil to a standard 
temperature and to clean content. This 
is the general practice in California, 
but is not commercial practice in the 
Midcontinent, Rocky Mountain, and 
Gulf Coast fields.

opposed the applica- 
tion of a uniform method for the entire 
country on the ground that conditions 
vary in different fields. They said that 
adoption of the California system by 
the government in the Midcontinent 
would lead to its ultimate adoption by 
all oil purchasers with additional costs 
to producers not commensurate with 
any benefit to either the government or 
the producers. 


In Oklahoma, it was explained, there 


is always an allowance of 3 percent for 
what is called BS&W, or basic sedi- 
ment and water, and in other fields the 


allowance is 1 or 2 percent plus an ad- 
ditional allowance for evaporation dur- 


ing transit. Correction of volume for 
temperature is practiced only in Cali- 
fornia and parts of Texas, and is not 


practical nor necessary elsewhere, it 


was declared.

All processes in the purchasing of oil 


were described in detail in order to 
show the necessity and prevalence of

table, thereby automatically making a 


deduction of 3 percent, that is, the pipe- 


line Company pays for only 97 percent 
of the oil actually measured It was 
explained that this practice is recog- 


nized by payment orders, posted prices, 
pipeline tariffs approved by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, taxes, In- 
dian land and State proration 
laws. This allowance, which is less in 
some fields, was said to be necessary 
to correct basic sediment and water 
in the oil, evaporation loss, leakage, 
escape of fixed gases, precipitation of 
paraffin in transit, and volume changes 
due to temperature. Transit

in earlier vears, it was said, because 
field tanks now prevent evaporation 
and producers keep up the gravity of 


their oil before sale. 
The department’s order would require 


measurement of basic sediment and 
water in the field, but it was said there 
is no method of doing this. It was 
explained that in California there are 


a small number of large producers and 
each has a laboratory in the field which 


can make these measurements and can 
also correct for temperature. Also in 
California the gravity of the crude is 
very heavy and pipelines are short so 
that evaporation losses are negligible 
and 100 percent tank capacity tables 
ean be used. Because of the heavy 
gravity it is impossible to separate 
California oil from water in the field, 
as is done in the Midcontinent, and so 


wet and dirty oil is purchased and de- 
duction made at the refinery on the 
actual amount of BS&W rather than 


on an arbitrary percentage.

vent, petroleum thinners, V.m.&p. 
naphthas, rubber solvents and related 
oils were all included in the movement 
which was prefaced by rather wide- 
spread shading a week ago. The East 
Coast bulk market did not immediately 
follow the Midcontinent reduction 
which was the second such cut since 
the commencement of the vear. In- 
dustrial buyers continued to order for 
their prompt needs only and in no 
particular direction could it be said 
that those needs were’ broadening. 
Other industrial petroleum products 
were without much feature over the 
week excepting petrolatums which 
were lower in some. cases. Amber 
petrolatums were marked down frac- 
tionally in the local market while the 
white grades were quoted unchanged 
but subject to concession on firm bids. 
Grease makers were quiet buyers of 
the lubricating oil group and prices for 
Pennsylvania oils were unchanged fol- 
lowing the reductions of a week ago. 
Waxes lacked an importance change. 

The crude oi] market in the South- 
west remained in an uncertain posi- 
tion and the demand for refined prod- 
ucts was hindered as a result. There 
are those who believe that another 
crude price cut will take place at East 
Texas and refined oil buyers were act- 
ing very cautiously in anticipation. 

Conditions in the local retail 
line markets were still poor and the 
bulk market here was still subject to 
considerable price shading. Kerosene 
buying has slowed down over the past 
two weeks but the price situation was 
a steady one. Marine oils were quiet 
and unchanged.

The daily average production § of 
crude oil in the United States for the 
week ended January 28 was 2,008,700 


barrels, a decrease of 6,600 barrels from 
the average of 2,015,300 barrels in the 
preceding week, according to the es- 
timates of the American Petroleum In- 
stitute. The average for four weeks 
ended January 28 was 1,953,100 barrels 


and the average at this time a year 
ago was 2,170,800 barrels. Runs of 
crude oil to stills during the week 
ended January 28 averaged 2,098,000 
barrels for 59.4 percent of refinery 
operation, compared with an average 
of 2,106,000 barrels for 59.6 percent of 


operations in the preceding week, ac- 
cording to data gathered by the Amer- 
ican Petroleum Institute from com- 
panies controlling 91.6 percent of the 
nation’s capacity. 


Solvents and Diluents 


A blanket reduction 
cent per gallon took 
in tankear prices for petroleum sol- 
vents and industrial naphthas at the 
Midcontinent refineries. As reported a 
week ago the market had been soft 
and subject to frequent shading follow- 
ing the recent collapse of crude and 
refined oil prices in that sector. Con- 
tinued lack of buying support on be- 
half of paint, varnish, rubber products 
and other manufacturing consumers 
was also allied in forcing prices down- 
ward last week. The reduction at 
Group 3 was the second since January 
1 and quotations were now on an aver-

age of a half-cent per gallon below 
their opening levels this year. The 
East Coast market did not follow in 


last week's price movement. 


Cleaners’ Naphthas. — Midcontinent 
refinery quotations were cut 4c. per 
vallon last week, following liberal 


shading in prices a week ago. Tank- 
curs of these light naphthas were now 
priced at 5lec. to 6%c. per gallon, ac- 
cording to specifications desired, f.o.b. 


Group 3. Consumer takings continued 
light last week. 


Lacquer Diluents. — Quotations for 
tankcar quantities were lowered last 
week in company with a quarter-cent 


reduction in other petroleum solvents. 
The current market price at Group 3 
was 6%c. to 744c. per gallon for tank- 
car quantities, according to specifica- 
tions. This was the second price cut 
since the opening of the year and the 
market was now lower than the 
level that prevailed’on January 1. 

Petroleum Thinners.—Continued lack 
of buying and the effects of the recent 
fall in crude and other refined oil 
values were united in forcing a price 
reduction for tankear lots at the Mid- 
continent refineries last week. The de- 
cline was \4c. per gallon and sellers 
now quoted 44 c. to 5%c. per gallon for 
tankears, according to the _ specifica- 
tions desired. 

Rubber Solvents.—Both the light and 
heavy grade solvents were lower in 
price last week. A decline of 4c. per 
gallon in tankear quotations at Group 
3 refineries placed the market at the

basis of 5'%ec. per gallon for either 
grade. Rubber products makers were 
not at all active in the m*rket and 


even shipments on contract have been 
lagging. 

Stoddard Solvent.—Tankear prices 
were lowered last week to the basis of 
5e. to 54ec. per gallon for tankcar 
quantities, f.o.b. Group 3. This repre- 
sented a decline of 4c. per gallon from 
a week ago and the market was now 
off %ec. per gallon from the opening 
price in January. Takings continued 
light in all directions. The East Coast 
market was unchanged. 


V.M.&P. Naphthas.—Following the 
shading of prices recently reported, 
Mideontinent refiners reduced _ their 


quotations for tankear quantities 4c. 
per gallon last week. The market was 
now quoted at 5\4c. to 7%4c. per gal- 
lon, dependent upon specifications. The 
East Coast refinery position was un- 
ehonged at 8%c. to 9c. per gallon, at 
refineries. 


Hydrocarbon Gases 


Liquefied petroleum gases proceeded 
along quiet and undisturbed lines last 
week. Recent weakened influences in 
the petroleum market have not affected 
the position of these products and sell- 
ers were naming the established sched- 
ule in all directions. Industrial de- 
mands were light and scattered. 

Butanes.—This commodity continued 


in a steady position at the Group 3 
producing points last week. There 


have been no changes in the structure 
of prices with 2%c. to 4c. per gallon 
quoted for tankears of the 16-34 de- 
gree article, according to quantity de- 
sired. 

Heptanes.—The buying trade contin- 
ued to evidence a quiet market atti- 
tude and the price situation remained 
unchanged at Group 3. The regular 
schedule of 10c. per gallon for the nor- 
mal industrial grade and lic. per gal- 
lon for mixed, was quoted. 

Hexane.—Sharing the quiet of the 
general market for the group of lique- 
fied gases, this product was without a 
new feature last week. The Group 3 
producers repeated their long-quoted 
schedule of llc. per gallon for tankcar 


lots with the usual differentials for 
drum cars and smaller quantities. 
Octanes.—The market for this mix- 
ture was free from disturbing influ- 
ences during the period under review. 
Producers in the Group 3 area named 
lle. per gallon for tankcears of mate- 


rial with a distillation range of 100-140 
degrees.

Petroleum Ethers.—Industrial buyers 
were ordering in moderate fashion as 
producers in the Group 3 sector re- 
peated their long-established schedule 
of prices of all grades of ether. The 
30-60 degree product was offered at 
10c. per gallon in tankears. 

Propane.—There has been no shift in 
the position of this commodity. The 
price situation was a steady one with 
ic. per gallon named for tankcars at 
the Group 3 refineries. 


Petrolatums and Waxes 


White Mineral Oils—The market 
continued to show a slightly added ac- 
tivity, but like the preceding week 
there was no snap to trading and most 
of the business done was in small- 
sized lots. The price situation was an 
even one with no changes reported in 
either the Russian or domestic oils. 

Paraffin Waxes.— The only price 
movement of the past week was a frac- 
tion movement in 124-126 white scale 
to the basis of 1%ec. per pound. The 
previous low of the market on this 
grade was 1.90c. per pound and hold- 
ers reduced it last week to the same 
level as the 122-124 grade. Fully re- 
fined waxes held to the recent addition 
of activity in the export market. Prices 


for fully refined waxes were entirely 
without change. 
Petrolatum. — Some amber grades 


were quoted 4c. per pound lower last 
week. Dark amber, in barrels was of- 
fered at 2c. to 2%c. per pound in car 
lot quantities; light amber was offered 
at 2% to 2%c. per pound; and medium 


amber continued unchanged at 2\c. to 
z%e. per pound with possibilities of a 
le. per pound concession on firm bids. 
White grades were unchanged, but on 
cream, snow white and lily white, buy- 
ers presenting firm bids at %4%ec. per 
pound under the quoted market could 
purchase at the lower figures. The 
market slowed down over the week. 


Fuels and Lubricants 


Gasoline jobbers continued to buy 
cautiously and the position of the local 
refinery market was still soft. There 
were further reports of shading below 
the quoted prices on the U. S. motor 
grade last week. Kerosene continued 
in a firm price situation, but the de- 


mand showed further’ contraction. 
Marine oils were quiet and steady 
while Pennsylvania lubricating oils 


were also unchanged.

Market Conditions 


Gasoline. — Purchasing continued in 
spotty fashion and prices at local re- 
fineries were still inclined toward the 
softer side of the market. Continued 
shading below the quoted levels of 
5l4c. per gallon for U. S. motor and 
5%c. per gallon for branded qualities, 
both in tankears and at the refineries, 
was reported. Jobber buying was still 
light and would likely continue so until 
market uncertainties are lifted.
